Jefferson Davis arrived at 
Richmond 100 years ago this 
week to install the Confederate 
government in its new capital. 
But even as he rode through 
cheering crowds in Richmond, 
Yankee soldiers were pushing 
their way across the mountains 
of western Virginia to inflict his 
army with its first defeat. 

It was: the morning of May 
29 when President Davis’ train 
arrived, and the reception, some 
one said, was a welcome for a 
second George Washington. 

A 15-gun salute was fired, 
A delegation of notables met 
the train (General Lee, how. 
ever, was in northern Virginia, 
Preparing for a feared invasion 
from Washington).

chiefs as Davis rode through 
town in a four-horse carriage, 

Davis was escorted to his 
quarters at the Spottswood Hot- 
el, where he made a short 
speech.
